New-York ‘4s becoming every day ‘more. and 
more of a metropdli¢, ‘Tie Park abd ether 
attractions, social, literary, theatrical and 
commercial, will render’ it ‘in future 
the resort in Winter of a larger and 
larger number of persons of leistire and for- 
tune, who live'in the country or ia provitcial 
towns, but will .come ‘here during the bad 
weather. ; 

But these people travelers, once provided 
for, we do not agree with our’ cérrespondent 
in supposing that our greatest need is. more 
hotels. Our greatest néefi‘is more private 
houges, and more families with the grace and 
good sense, and good taste ‘to live ‘in them. 
The growing, preference for hotel If, for the 
mere purpose® of “avoiding trouble,” 
other words of shirking every duty in life but 
that of eating and. drinking, and wearing 
fine clothes, is one of the carses of New- 
York, and is . doing 4 serious: injury. 
tothe whole community, There can be noih- 

worse for..women. than‘an,-idie lifein 4 
hotel, without @ single serfous object for their 
thoughts, and without a single duty to perform 
that affords the slightest amonat of exercise 
for either wind or body, ‘There ciin.be goth: 
ing worse for children than to grow up with- 
out the .Knowledge. of . what, a home is, 
without any of its influences or, dssociations, 
and without any more endearing and élevating 
remembranéés of boyhood or girlhood thaa 
those of hotel ‘ feeds,” and the noise; and 
glare, and heat, and dirt of hotel corridors 
and parlors, and the‘ folly, and frivolity, and 
vulgarity ef the promiscuons crowd that 
throng them. And yet, our hotels contain large 
numbers of families who are rot compelled 
to live in them, either from:considerations of 
health or economy. We: venture to assert 
that at least one-third of the hotel boarders 
are persons who “decline housekeeping,” as 
the advertising phrase’ is, simply—to speak 
plainly—through Tazineés ; through a delib- 
erate preference : of personal ease. to: the 
claims of both ‘family and “friends.” ‘There is 
nothing clearer than , that it ie ‘the daty of 
every family, aud especially of every American 
familly, that ‘can* possibly afford it, to have a 
home of its own, and to use it, not simply for 
the comfort of. its-own members, but as « 
means of giving pleasure to friends and rela- 
tives, and asa means of settingan example 
to the whole community of the domestic vir- 
tues and graces. 

There is, we admit, a large number of per- 
sons, however, driven into. hetels by the diffi- 
culty—it may now be called impossibility—of 
finding a house in a decent and -healthy lo- 
cality, in which families ‘of moderate means. 
can live, This is no new thing. It was nearly 
as much felt before the war as it ig now ; and 
our. great want, ‘therefore, is not so much 
more hotels, as more houses. The obstacles in:
